84301. FINDINGS AND PURPOSE

1. Investment in nuclear power plants. The Legisature findsthat construction of a nuclear power
plant isamajor financial investment, which will have consequences for consumers for years to come.

2. Costs. The Legislature finds that there are many uncertain future costs associated with nuclear power
plants, including the costs of low-level and high-level waste disposal, decommissioning and long-term care.
These costs will be borne by the consumers and reductions in these costs will serve to benefit consumers.
